wou ld be $3,289 ,9 76 compared to 
this y ear’s total of $3,108,789 . 
The school board set Thu rs­ 
day , Ju n e 14 at 7:30 p. rn . at the 
high school au ditoriu m, as the 
date for a pu blic hearin g on the 
ten tativ e bu dget. 
The $6,170,39 5 figu re cou ld be 
altered after the pu blic hearin g, 
before the fin al adoption of the 
bu dget prior to Ju ly I. 
Reaso ns fo r Increase 
Klothe ex plain ed that the in ­ 
crease in the 19 62-63 bu dget is 
partly du e to fu rn ishin gs to be 
prov ided for the n ew ju n ior high 
school an d the in crease in facu lty 
salaries. He stated th at tile n ew 
tax rate for ru ral areas in the 
district wou ld be decided at a 
later date, atter figu res are re 
ceiv ed as to the amou n t of state 
eid to be gran ted. 
A ten tativ e bu dget was su b 
n u tted for the school y ear 19 62 
63 for tran sportation of pu pils 
by Zale Liese, tran sportation su ­

The 
bu dget totals $300,445, in clu din g

Some sou rces say the ray may 
be dev eloped in to a reliable an ti­ 
missile weapon in 20 y ears or less. 
It is kn own as the Laser—short 
for “Light Amplification by Stim­ 
u lated Emission of Radiation .” 
Laser beams hav e been u sed in 
ey e su rgery to weld a detached 
retin a back in to place. 
At Redston e the work is u n der 
direction of William B. McKmght. 
“The Laser produ ces light n ot 
like the su n , bu t stimu lates the 
atoms of the Laser material to 
radiate light coheren tly —light that 
is mu ch better behav ed than with 
other mean s,” say s McKn ight. 
A ty pical piece of Laser mate­ 
rial is a sy n thetic ru by rod abou t 
half an in ch in diameter an d fou r 
in ches lon g. It is in serted in the 
cen ter of a spiral lamp, or light 
bu lb. The en ds of the rod are 
coated with a silv er pain t, on e 
more heav ily than the other. 
When the lamp is flashed it 
emits a bright light that ex cites 
chromiu m ion s in the ru by an d 
cau ses them to go to a higher lev ­ 
el of en ergy . 
Po werful Co ncentratio n 
Electromagn etic wav es pu lsat­ 
in g throu gh the rod stimu late the 
ion s to amplify the light an d radi­ 


ate it from the en d of the rod 
which has the lesser amou n t of 
salv er on it. 
The light, radiated at high fre­ 
qu en cy , 
passes throu gh a len s 
which focu ses it, creatin g a pow­ 
erfu l con cen tration of en ergy .

Klothe explained that the in 
crease in the 1962-63 budget is 
partly due to furnishings to be 
provided for the new junior high 
school and the increase in faculty 
salaries.

TIRED CIVILIZATIONS 


N ations like people b ecome tired.' T hey cease 
to b e inspired b y the need for u p-going, for b u ild­ 
ing anew, for ou t-doing their neighb or, for expan­ 
sion. Their people cou nt their lu xu ries and seek 
stab ilization 
and secu rity. They perm it 
them ­ 
selves to b e governed b y clerks while they loll 
ab ou t in syb aritic delights, directly or vicariou sly. 
They read not for knowledge or inspiration, hu t 
for the excitation of their emotions which b ecome 
increasingly m ore frigid. They love themselves 
b u t not their cou ntry and in their religion, they 
su b stitu te ritu alism for b elief. 
There have b een m any su ch tired nations in 
history and they always b ring calam ity u pon 
themselves. The post-Hasmor.ean period in Pales­ 
tine, the post-Macedonian period in Greece, the 
post-Repu b lican 
era 
in 
Rome, 
the 
post-Chien 
Lu ng dynasty in China, the post-Catherine the 
G reat period in Ru ssia, the post-Tu dor period in 
Britain are examples. 
It does not always m ean tha t 
h nation dies 
from weariness, as Spain declined afte r F erd i­ 
nand and Isab ella or as China su ffered dry-rot 
du ring tho end of the Manchu dynasty. However, 
if the civilization is affected, if the roots as well 
as the b loom su ffer from weariness, it is alto­ 
gether possib le that the civilization disappears, as 
the Aztec or the Y u catan civilizations or the land 
of Khw arizm disappeared. 
The A m erican civilization is an am algu m of 
nu merou s races, nu m erou s nationalities, varying 
civilizations. T here has b een no clear b loodline 
I and no clear intellectu al content. It is an assim ila­ 
tio n , a m elting pot. It is now reaching a separate 
' and distinct characteristic, m ore positive in mu sic 
and in technology than in a rt and literatu re. The 
American characteristic of mu sic, articu lated b y 
Gershwin, 
Copland, 
Hindemith,

Menotti. is not an im itation of Eu ropean mu sic:

N ations like people becom e tired. They cease 
to be inspired by the need for up-going, for build­ 
ing anew, for out-doing their neighbor, for expan­ 
sion. Their people count their luxuries and seek 
stabilization 
and security, They permit them­ 
selves to be governed by clerks while they loll 
Rbout in sybaritic delights, directly or vicariously. 
They read not for knowledge or inspiration, but 
for the excitation of their emotions which become 
increasingly more frigid. They love themselves 
but not their country and in their religion, they 
substitute ritualism for belief. 
There have been many such tired nations in 
history and they ahvavs bring calamity upon 
themselves.

However, | 
if the civilization is affected!, if the roots as well 
as the bloom suffer from weariness, it is alto­ 
gether possible that the civilization disappears, as 
the Aztec or the Yucatan civilizations or the land 
of Khwarizm disappeared.

A group of approximately 250 
members and friends of the Fair 
Street Reformed Church attend­ 
ed the May Fellowship supper 
In the parish room of the church 
Wednesday evening. 
The guest speaker was the 
Rev. J. Dean Dykstra, formei 
pastor of the church, and now 
senior minister of the First Re­ 
formed 
Church, 
Schenectady. 
Before the Rev. Mr. Dykstra 
presented his informal talk of 
reminiscenses, the entire congre­ 
gation stood to give him an ova 
tion of welcome. 
Speaking on the origin of the 
church, the former pastor indi­ 
cated 
the 
possible 
cause 
of 
cleavage between the existent 
church and the Second Church, 
among other causes, was the 
principle of prohibition. 
Manus Schoonmaker, a leader 
in the movement that led to the 
founding of the new' church in 
1849 was also president of the 
New York Prohibition Party. 
The Rev. Mr. Dykstra called 
to the attention of the people 
that port of the present St. Jo­ 
seph's Church, at Wall and Main 
Street, st*11 standing today was 
in service as a house of worship 
for the original congregation be 
fore the establishment of the 
Second Church. 
Of interest to all was the fact 
that the dolmite stone used in 
the construction of the new edi­ 
fice had come from the Noone 
quarries near upper Pearl Street, 
quarries which also contributed 
stone to the foundation and piers 
of Brooklyn Bridge. 
The steeple which once graced 
the tower of the church was the 
highest in the country at the 
time of construction, but less 
than two years later, in the 
"storm of God’s wrath," after 
three days of wind, it fell to the 
street before the church. 
The Rev. Mr. Dykstra shared 
with the congregation the high 
moments and the low spots in the 
past of the church, summarizing 
the ministries o fthe men who 
were before him. and choosing in­ 
cidents from his own. 
Great tribute was paid to the 
work and memory of the Rev. 


Frank B. Seeley,'DD. who served 
as minister over a long period of 
time just prior to the Rev. Mr. 
Dykstra s ministry. 
Mention was made of the fact 
that the Fair Street Reformed 
Church was the first church in 
this area of the country to trans­ 
mit church services by means of 
radio, thanks to the assistance 
of Charles A. Warren and a local 
broadcasting station sponsored 
by the Boy Scouts at a time 
when Mr. Warren was moat ac­ 
tive in Scouting. 
Concluding his address, the 


former pastor, commented, "the 
church is a group of people, not 
a building .. .we don’t belong to 
a church; we are a church."

Taxes Are Going 
Up 820 Million 
In 57 Counties 


ALBANY, N Y. (AP) - County 
taxes on real estate in die 57 
Upstate-Long Island counties will 
go up $20 million this year, State 
Comptroller Arthur Levitt said to­ 
day. 
He said the 1962 total would be 
$296 million, signifying a $95-mil- 
lion increase in county budgets 
in the past five year*. 
The comptroller said the source 
of

was 
individual 
budgets filed in his office by the 
counties. 
Eleven 
c o u n t i e s 
reported 
budget 
decrease* 
ranging 
from 
OOI per cent in Greene County to 
86 per cent in Niagara County. 
Levitt said the $20 million in­ 
crease overall was evidence of a 
need for his plan to extend to 
counties a program of state aid 
for 
general 
governmental 
pur­ 
pose* of local governments. 
The aid, totaling $1000 million a 
year, now goes to cities, towns 
and village*. Levitt had proposed 
increase* to $175 million, includ­ 
ing $22 million for counGv*. 
The money return to counties in 
state aid is collected on a state­ 
wide basis through personal in­ 
come. busine** and other taxes.
